RUSHED TO THE SENATE 


President Hurries It Over with a 
3,800 Word Message. 


SENATORS TO PUSH INQUIRY 


Whole Subject of President’s Treaty 
Powers to be Taken Up by For- 
elgn Relations Sub-Committee.

| WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The new 


|Santo Domingo treaty arrived in Wash- 
ington to-day and another chapter in the 
difference between the President and the

parties to the treaty-making power. 
Immediately upon its receipt Secretary

afternoon was occupied by the President 
in perfecting the statement of the record 
and his views on the situation in a special 
message to the Senate. 

Briefly stated, the treaty provides that 
the United States shall collect the cus- 
toms revenues of Santo Domingo and turn 
over to President Morales’s Government a 
specified percentage to meet the expenses 
of administration and disburse the re- 
mainder among foreign claimants. 
United States undertakes to respect, the 
integrity of Santo Domingo, and the treaty 
must be approved by the United States

ROPE BREAKS AT HANGING. 


Wife Murderer’s Neck Broken by 
Striking Crossbeam of Scaffold. 


| BRIDGETON, N. J., Feb. 15.—Frank 
|Raisinger was hanged here to-day for 
ithe murder of his wife. The rope broke 
as the body rebounded and the back of

prices have been controlled, in whole or in 
part, by any corporation; also whether 
such corporation, in purchasing crude 
oil or petroleum, boycotts, blacklists, or 
in any manner discriminates against any 
particular oil field. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
is required -to investigate the organization

Al- 
though the punishment for his misbe- 
havior on the night previous to the game 
in question was considered extraordinari- 
ly light, no tangible evidence was pre- 
sented, it is said, of his being a party to 
any conspiracy. 

John M. Ward, the former player, who 
is now a successful lawyer in Brooklyn, 
was engaged by Taylor yesterday to nre- 
sent his case properly before the Board 
of Directors, of wnich only three mem- 
bers were present, namely, H. C. Pulliam, 
A H. Soden of Boston, and August Herr- 
mann of the Cincinnati Club, acting for 
Barney Dreyfuss of Pittsburg, but when 
Ward appeared before the board he was 
told that the case had been practically 
decided, but received permission to speak 
briefly on behalf of Taylor. ward, it is 
said, while not being wholly conversant 
with the intricacies of the case, explained 
to the baseball court that it would make 
a terrible mistake if severe punishment 
was meted out to Taylor on what he con- 
sidered the flimsy evidence that was pre- 
sented. When the decision was announced | 
Ward. appeared to be entirely satisfied, |

Ex-Champion Shaw Beat Barger 
in National Championship. 


SEMI-FINALS FOR TO-DAY 


Payne Whitney Beaten by H. D. Scott 
of Philadelphia In Five-Game 
Match—Other Scores. 


Four matches played yesterday in the 
amateur racquet tournament for the Na- 
tional championship, in the courts of the 
New York Racquet and Tennis Club, 
brought the competition to the semi-finals 
to be played to-day, aside from producing 
results that upset earlier estimates of the 
probable outcome of the contest. Chief of 
the surprises was the defeat of Milton 8. 
Barger, the New Yorker who the day 
before won in splendid style from the 
present holder of the championship, 
George H. Brooke of Philadelphia, and 
who on his showing against Mr. Brooke 
was looked on as a very probable winner 
of the title. Under the pairing Mr. Barger 
was opposed yesterday by Q. A, Shaw of 
Boston, champion of three years ago. 

Both players were in excellent form, but 
Mr. Shaw showed a return of the skill 
that distinguished his play when he held 
the championship, and, working with re- 
markable steadiness and coolness, he car- 
ried an uphill struggle to a victory, after 
Mr. Barger jumped into the lead at the 
start of the match. Mr. Shaw’s delibera- 
tion in play and his superb service and 
placing gradually overeame_ the ore 
brillant but erratic game of the New 
Yorker, and though it came down to a 
close and hard contest in the fourth game, 
the Boston ex-champion then took ‘the 
match and qualified for the semi-finals 
to-day. 

Afiother sthgularly close match was that 
played between Payne Whitney and H. 
D. Scott of Philadelphia, which went the 
full five gumes, Mr. Whitney winning 
the first two games, and in the thira 
carrying the score to 9—5 in his’ favor. 

L. Waterbury won from J. I. Blair after 
a four-game match, which grew close in 
ihe fourth game after Mr. Waterbury had 
made the score 2 to 1. In this close part 
of the contest Mr. Blair led into the 
eighth hand, where Mr. Waterbury, play- 
sng up on his opponent, brought the score 
to a tie, the game then being set for 
i8, and was fought out to the point 
where in the eleventh hand a single ace 
was necessary for the decision, Mr. 
Waterbury then counting the single point 
and taking the game and match. In the 
match between C, E. Sands and &.

Clark, Jr., four games were needed for a 
decision, Mr. Clark taking the first, third, 
and fourth.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Congressman 
W. Bourke Cockran in a speech against 
the Naval bill in the House to-day de- 
livered a tribute to the late James C. 
Carter, and told of a conversation he had 
had with Mr. Carter on the night of the 
Presidential election. Mr. Cockran was de- 
nouncing imperialistic policies. The pres- 
¢nt tendency, he said, was away from 
*Washington's farewell address and in the 
direction of Napoleon's address to the 
army of Italy. 

“There died in New York yesterday,” 
he continued, “a man récognized all over 
the world as the leader of the American 
bar—a man who was my ow 
friend not merely, but my instructor 
and ideal in professional life; my com- 
panion and my guide in all things. Mr. 
James C. Carter was an Abolitionist and 
a Republican, but he was deeply imbued 
with the Democratic spirit, which often- 
times\finds expression on the other side 
of this chamber, although the person 
speaking seems to be a Republican. 

‘I cannot better illustrate what I am 
saying than by. repeating to you the re- 
sult of my last conversations with him, 
which occurred the night of the jast elec- 
tion and the day following. He had been 
the President of the Parker Constitution 
Club. As you know, the Parker Consti- 
tution Club did not produce a very pro- 
found effect upon the result of the elec- 
tion. 

“That night, sitting together by the 
fire, he made a statement which might 
have been almost a paraphrase of the 
speech delivered yesterday by the gentle- 
man from Maine, [Littlefield,] and to 
complete the circuit of coincidences it 
was while I was sitting on the other side 
to hear the gentleman from Maine that 
I was summoned to. the telephone and in- 
formed that an illness which nobody 
thought serious had taken an unforeseen 
turn and that Mr. Carter was not ex- 
pected to live through the night. 

“I was vividly reminded of it as the 
gentleman from Maine expounded his 
theory. Mr. Carter said that the Demo- 
cratic ideal never could be destroyed. He 
was not quite sure that the Democratic 
organization wouid always remain whole. 
But he said the Democratic spirit and 
principle have been at work in the world 
for nearly nineteen centuries. It was first 
preached to the slaves and outcasts of 
fRome, and it proved strong enough with- 
out an army, without a navy, without an 
armed man, without a dollar of treadfre, 
to break down the strongest political or- 
ganization that ever existed. 

“That principle, he believed, was not 
to be traced to the platform of any politi- 
cal party,

“Mr. Carter said to me that night: ‘It/ 
is quite evident that the American people 
will not be diverted from the dangers in- 
Volved in this tendency by any warnings | 
that we can sound.

CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., Feb. 15.— 
Gen. Lew Wallace, author, formerly 
American Minister to Turkey, and vetcran 
of the Mexican and civil wars, died ut hig 
home in this city to-night, aged seventy- 
eight years. 

The health of Gen, Wallace has been 
failing for several years, and for months 
it has. been generally known that his vig- 
orous constitution could not much longer 
withstand the ravages of a wasting dis- 
ease. 

For more than a year he has been un- 
able properly to assimilate food, and this, 
together with his advanced age, made 


At no time has he ever confessed his be- 
lief that the end was near, and his rugged 
constitution and remarkable vitality have 
done much to prolong his life.

OUTSIDE! SECURITIES. 


- Continued strength in Northern Securi- 
ties and a shafp rise in Mercantile Ma~ 
rine preferred were the most noteworthy 
events in yesterday’s market for outside 
securities. Trading was fairly well di- 
versified, but price movements were ir- 
regular and for the most part the trans- 
actions in individual stocks were not 
large. The strength of Northern Securi- 
ties was apparently a continuation of the 
previous day’s movement. The price rose 
2 points or more and ended the day with 
a net gain of about 1 point. The advance 
of 2 points in Mercantile Marine pre- 
ferred came something as a surprise for 
the stock had been very dul! for a num- 
ber of days, and gave little or ro indica- 
tion of an impending upward movement. 
It opened up nearly a point at 35% and 
later sold up to 36%. The buying that 
brought about this improvement was said 
to have been on foreign orders, Whether 
or not these and other recent foreign or- 
ders in the same stock have really come 
from this side is probably an open ques- 
tion. It would appear, however, that these 


orders have recently been executed with 
more speed than discretion, Unless, in- 
deed, the supply of the stock is very 
small, which hardly seems to be the 
case at the moment, judging by the ease 
with which the price has reacted after 
several advances, it seems likely that an 

f stock could have been 
accumulated with less effect upon the 
quotation.

Few Sales Effected. 


The extent to which the business of the 
Pressed Stebl] Car Company suffered by 
the trade depression last year was re- 
vealed ‘yesterday in the company’s an- 
nual report, which showed the company's 
sales in 1904 to have amounted to only 
$4,498,268, as compared with $26,601,249 in 
1903. The circumstances under which the 

;company operated were so disadvan- 
| tageous that, instead of showing any 
| profit, the company reported for the year 
la loss of $707,110 in addition to the com- 
| mon and preferred dividends paid out of 
|} the surplus carried over from the pre- 
| vious year. After paying these dividends 
and deducting the year’s loss, the surplus 
of the company on Jan. 1, 1905, was 
$2,581,878, as compared with $4,568,084 at 
the beginning of 1904. Explaining the re- 
markable falling off tn sales and the con- 
sequent lack of profits, President F. N.- 
Hoffstot in his report to the stockholders 
says: 

“The year’ ended Dec. 31, 1904, was the 
poorest business year in the history of 
your company; there has been no such 
depression in the car building business 
since 1893.

SEA RESCUE IN GALE 
FROM HELPLESS WRECK 


‘Ship’s Lifeboat Driven Back | 
_ After Saving One Sailor, | 


TWO WOMEN ON DERELICT! 


| 


Storm Forced Steamer to Abandon 
Schooner, but Crew and Passen- 
gers Were Taken Off Later. 


Dismasted, rudderless, and without a 
}soul on board her, the schooner Ida C. 
| Southard, the agents for which are Yates 
|& Porterfield, ship brokers, of 18 Broad- 
| way, is drifting derelict somewhere in the 
|}Atlantic north of the Bahamas. The 
| steamship Sarnia of the Atlas Service of 
the Hamburg-American Line brought here 
yesterday José Cesar Dominguez, seaman, 
who was rescued from the Southard’s 
wreck in a terrible storm on Feb. 6 by the 
lifeboat of the Sibiria of the Hamburg 
Line, in latitude 34 degrees 55 minutes 
west and longitude 74 degrees 12 minutes 
north, 

The Sibiria, after a fruitless attempt to 
save the others on board the vessels, was 
compelled to abandon the task owing to 
heavy~seas. A cable from Port Antonio, 
Jamaica, received here yesterday, states 
that three days after Dominguez was res- 
cued the remainder of the crew of the 
Southard, consisting of Capt. Blake and 
six men, and two women passengers, were 
taken ‘off by the British fruit steamer 





Lilly and conveyed to Port Antonio. When 
rescued they had eaten the last of their 
provisions, and had suffered greatly from 
exposure. 

On the afternoon of Feb. 6 the officers 
of the Sibiria, which was bound for Cen- | 
tral American ports, were keeping a sharp 
lookout in a sudden gale, when a schooner | 
in distress was sighted. Capt. Brambeer 
of the Sibiria made out that the schooner, 
ithe Ida C. Southard, was completely crip- 
pled, and was being driven aimlessly be- 
fore the wind. No lifeboats could be seen, 
except one, crushed under a. weight of 
masts, which trailed on both sides of the 
vessel. Two women were clinging to the 
wreckage of the schooner. 

At the risk of their lives the crew of the 
Sibiria lowered a boat in the heavy seas. 
The Southard was without rudder and her 
movements were so erratic that the life- 
boat crew dared not venture too close. 
After two hours the lifeboat was recalled 
by the Captain of the Sibiria. Just as 
the men were about to return to the 
steamship one of the crew of the schooner, 
the man Dominguez, succeeded. in jump- 
ing from the derelict to the lifeboat. 

At 6:30 the Sibiria abandoned the at- 
tempt to aid the unfortunate people on 
board the Southard and steamed away. 
The rescued sailor said that the Southard, 
a three-masted schooner, left Port of 
Spain, Trinidad, on Jan. 17 with 1,050 tons 
of asphalt consigned to this city. At 1 
A. M. Feb. 6 Dominguez said a sudden 
gale carried away the main and fore 
masts, smashing the rudder gear and a 


| 








lifeboat. The schooner next sprung a leak 
and relays manned the pumps until the 
Sibiria was sighted. The two women on 
board, sisters of the steward, whose name 
was Manrose, Dominguez said, suffered 
with the rest. 

Dominguez was landed at Fortune Isl- 
and and later was sent north on the Sar- 
nia. He astonished Yates & Porterfield 
by walking into their offices yesterday 
and telling the fate of the schooner, which 
was built at Waldoborough, Me., in 1892, 
and was of 718 tons, 

The Sarnia also brought to New York 
the crew of the Elisa Vetromile, which 
was wrecked on Point Morant, Jamaica, 
on Jan. The crew safely reached the 
shore in the ship's own boats. The Vetro- 
mile was owned by C. Vetromile of Na- 
ples and was built in Port Glasgow in 
1857. She was bound from Aruba, Vene- 
zuela, for Venice when she ran aground 
at Morant.

STARTS AN INQUIRY 
ON SCHOOL ACCOUNTS 


President Tifft Appoints Special 
Committee of Five. 


TO SAVE EXTENSION WORK 


\ ; 
Association for Improving Condition 
of Poor Proposes Business 
Methods for Economy. 


Henry N. Tifft, President of the Board 
of Education, yesterday announced the 
Committee of Five to investigate the con- 
tention of the New York Association for 
Improving the Condition of the Poor, 
which has submitt a proposition that 
savings be effectéd by the adoption of 
business methods in the department such 
as to obviate any need of suspending the 
Popular Lectures, Recreation Centres, 
Evening Schools, and Vacation Schools. 
The committee consists of Samyel M. 
Dix of Richmond Borough, Chairman; 
James A. Renwick, Queens; Frederick W. 
Jackson, the Bronx; Felix M. Warbiug, 
Manhattan, and Henry N. Tifft, Manhat- 
tan. It will begin its work at once. 

R. Fulton Cutting, President of the 
association, in a communication read at 
the January meeting of the board, called 
attention to a “‘recent public announce- 
ment that the methods within the De- 
partment of Supplies of the educational 
branch of the Municipal Government were 
such that a few minor changes showed 
more than $200,000—that 1,000 tons of coal 
could be stolen without being missed; 
that it was possible for 28 to 50 per cent. 
of the school children to be from two to 
six years out of place in the system with- 
out the fact being revealed to the Board 
of Superintendents or the Board of Edu- 
cation itself, and that the Superintendent 
of Schools recently gave out to the 
world statements regarding hungry school 
children founded upon the estimates of 
a friend who, in turn, based his estimates 
on three guesses as to the number: of 
evictions due to distress, the numbe® of 
unemployed and the general, poverty of 
the city. 

‘“‘That which is found profitable in the 
business world,” declared Mr. Cutting, 
“is practical in its administration of a 
school fund exceeding $20,000,000 a year. 


Such a method could be framed and put 
into operation for less than $10,000.” 

Mr. Cutting further expressed the be- 
lief that the public was entitled to know 
7 cost of any and all educational poli- 
cies.
